iy  DID  UTAH 
Ft  ID  SGODE? 


Appearances  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  our  old  friend  Frank  Jonas 
has  been  selected  as  official  alibi 
man  for  the  University  of  Utah.  In  a 
signed  article  appearing  in  the  Des- 
eret News  for  November  19,  Jonas 
delves  into  the  great  mystery  of  why 
the  small  Cougars  were  able  to  hold 
the  “powerful  scoring  machine”  of  the 
Utes  to  a tie.  In  the  article  expending 
nearly  a column  and  a quarter  of  type 
several  startling  conclusions  are 
brought  to  light. 

To  quote  literally  from  Mr.  Jonas: 
“It  wasn’t  so  much  a surprise  after 
all — the  scoreless  tie  between  the 
football  teams  of  the  University  of 
Utah  and  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity on  Saturday.  The  field  was 
muddy  and  wet,  and  when  the  two 
teams  lined  up  45  minutes  after  the 
scheduled  starting  time,  each  one 
knew  that  things  stood  quite  even 
after  all.  All  this  favored  the  Coug- 
ars. The  Cougars  wouldn’t  have  done 
so  well  had  conditions  been  different. 
The  feeling  that  Ott’s  plays  would 
have  worked  better  on  a dry  field  is 
far  fetched  and  strained.  It  would 
have  taken  a big  margin  of  superior- 
ity for  any  one  team  to  overcome  an- 
other on  that  field.” 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  article 
to  accuse  Mr.  Jonas  of  partiality,  but 
merely  to  express  an  opinion  harbored 
by  at  least  a few  of  those  that  com- 
pose the  reading  public.  Many  of 
his  arguments  are  well  founded,  es- 
pecially the  first  one.  No,  it  wasn’t 
a surprise.  We  all  expected  to  either 
tie  or  lick  the  Utes.  But  we  think 
we  are  safe  in  saying  that  a great 
many  Utah  fans  were  surprised,  at 
least  a few  of  the  numerous  crowd 
that  were  offering  five  to  one  money 
on  the  Utes. 

We  also  think  that  Mr.  Jonas  was 
right  in  assuming  that  the  field  was 
wet,  that  the  Cougars  were  late,  and 
that  they  weren’t  afraid,  but  we  fail 
to  see  where  this  was  to  their  advan- 
tage. When  the  Cougars  arrived  up- 
on the  battle  field  they  were  cold, 
hungry  and  tired  from  a half  day’s 
work  in  the  snowdrifts,  lifting  cars 
out  of  the  ditches.  Of  course  this  aid- 
ed greatly,  probably  by  arousing 
their  fighting  spirit.  We  pause  to 
wonder  what  the  score  would  have 
been  if  the  boys  had  left  the  bus  that 
they  carried  to  Salt  Lake  at  the  point 
of  the  mountain  and  walked  in. 

Probably  the  Cougars  wouldn’t 
have  done  so  well  if  conditions  had 
been  different.  If  Rowe  had  broke 
his  leg,  or  Simmons  his  neck,  or 
“Lil”  Reeve  dislocated  an  ankle,  or 
“Sanky”  Dixon  had  contracted  influ- 
enza, or  the  bus  had  jumped  the  em- 
bankment things  might  have  been 
different,  but  none  of  this  happened. 

To  say  that  Ott’s  boys  would  have 
done  better  on  a dry  field  would  be 
throwing  sawdust  in  the  eyes  of  the 
venerable  Redskins.  It  wasn’t  dry. 
so  we  don’t  feel  any  necessity  for 
arguing  such  a question.  A superior 
team  would  have  been  necessary  to 
win,  but  the  Utes  failed  to  produce 
such  a team.
